3. Claims 9-1 1 are objected to because of the following informalities, 
correction is required.

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On lines 8, 12 and 15 of claim 9, and on line 5 of claim 10, "third power supply" is 
unclear since there is no second power supply claimed, where it could be changed to second 
power supply. 

On lines 9 and 12 of claim 9, "fourth power supply" is unclear since there is no second 
power supply claimed, where it could be changed to third power supply.

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Prior Art 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Ogura (US 5,512,979), Miyawaki (US 5,995,771) and Mitsuhashi et al. (US 6,717,693) 
disclose supplying power to a communication device even when a power is off in an image 
forming apparatus. 

Takano et al. (US 5,335,048) disclose a data transmission system for an image forming 
apparatus.
